DIES QUITE SUDBENLY AT AUGUSTA. 


How Her Estats Will Be Disposed of. 
She Will Be Buried in Her Wed- 
ding Dress—Other Augusta News. 


Augusta, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)—Aman- 
da Dickson, who less than a year ago mar- 
ried Nathan Toomer, colored, lawyer of 
Perry, Ga-, who bore the national distinc- 
tion of being the wealthiest negro, died 
suddenly this morning at 5 o’clock from ner- 
vous prostration at her handsome hone, 
452 Telfair street. She only returned 
home day before yesterday from Baltimore, 
where she had been_for one month Visiting 
for the benetit of her health. 

Amanda Dickson Toomer was forty-three 
years old and was the daughter of Mr. 
David Dickson, who was one of the 
wealthiest farmers of Hancock county, 
who died leaving his estate to his colored 
daughter, valued at $448,700. ‘There was 
a big lawsuit and contest over the will, 
but Amanda finally was victorious and was 
placed in possession -of all that was be- 
queather her. She had two suns, Julian 
and Charles Dickson, both married, who 
according to the will by which their mother 
inherited a fortune, will receive $100,000 
each and part of the remaining $241,00U. 
Amanda died intestate, but it is believed her 
husband will come in for part of her e»s- 
tate, which is valued at more than half a 
million. Although rich, Amanda was a mod- 
est, generous and benevolent Woman and 
enjoyed her fortune and others shared her 
pleasure. She was kind-hearted and in 
no way pompous or assuming on account 
of her wealth. d

lies in the casket tonight dressed in her 
wedding dress. She will be buried tomor- 
row afternoon from Trinity colored Meth- 
odist church.

Sueh occasions 
would uever come; there was no oppo» 
tunity. for duing geod hke the present, and 
no occasion like the God-given now. In- 
steid of wasting time in merely wishing 
to do a thing, a man should bestir himself 
and mix with action. 

Men should improve their opportunities 
for reguiating their home lives. They had 
neglected femily prayer and the reading of 
the Bible, and their children were growing 
up in ignorance. If they should open the 
Bible and get down on their knees at home 
they would scare the cats out of the house, 
and their children would think they were 
going to die. 

A man who is rearing children should 
be very circumspect in his living; and should 
fmprove his opportunity of living in such 
a manner that his sons should follow in 
his footsteps to. heaven, and not to gyver- 
lasting shame and degredation. 

Opportunites for doing good ehould not 
be neglécted. A helping hand should be ex- 
tended to the pastor to encourage him in 
his work and to increase his usefulness 
in the service of God. great 
many people had an idea that if they en- 
couraged the preacher by telling him he 
had preached a good sermon it would give 
him the big head and he would ask for a 
higher salary or seek a larger field. There

Sam Jones Went for the Barkeepers 
Yesterday. 


HE PREACHED AT THE TABERNACLE, 


Referring to the Recent Trial of Porter 
Stocks—He Left on the Afternoon 
Train for Winchester, Va. 


Rev. Sam Jones dropped in at the Ivy 
street tabernacle yesterday afternoon, and 
preached one of the most earnest and elo- 
quent sermons of his life. 

He referred in his discourse to the Porter 
Stocks case, Mrs. Stocks being his sister. 
He said that the duty of the jury should 
have been to hang every “bull-necked bar- 
keeper” in the city. 

He referred caustically to the Capital 
City Club, and said he would “turn the 
old thing wrong side out” before he got : 
through with it. 

He says he is going to drive the bar- 
rooms away from Atlanta next fall. 

The services were opened by singing 
“There's Joy in Heaven,” and “All Hail 
the Power of Jesus’s Name.”’ 

After the singing of these songs, the 
congregation remained standing, while a 
prayer was offered by Dr. Martiv. The 
petiion was short and eloquent. ‘Ihe 
prayer wag followed by the singing of an- 
vthber hymn. 

Dr. Martin arose and remarked that the 
preliminaries would cease. It was warm; 
in fact, hot. Mr. Jones would make it 
SO Warm that the congregation would think 
themselves in an ice box. “Lord have 
mercy on your souls.”’ 

Mr. Jones said, in beginning, that he 
should have thought Dr. Martin would 
have prayed for merey upon our bodies. 

“I shall take as my text,’ said the 
preacher, “that familiar Biblical saying, 
‘What shall 1 do to be saved, and they said, 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved,’ ” 

Lhe text was one intensely personal. It 
did not apply to church, or anything else, 
except to each imdividual. 

“It there is anybody for whom I have 
a profound contempt, it is the fellow that 
says: ‘O, don't belong 49 the church,. 
but I am blessed in the wife the Lord sent 
me. 

“What did the Lord give your wife, you 
hound, when yeu were joined to her. ‘Oh, 
what a blessed mother 1 had,’ says an- 
other. What kind of thing did the Lord 
give your mother when you were put off 
on her. 

“Believe and be saved! Believe! Be 
lieve! We preachers go through the coun- 
try saying pe If every man that be 
lieves was a Christian, we would have 
more than you could count. The devils 
themselves believe; the Bible says so.. The 
Bible says the devils believe and trem- 
ble, and, yet, you folk believe and sit 
right still; not worried about it at all. 

Continuing on another line Mr. Jones said 
that he had stopped asking a man what 
church he joined, but what sart of fellow 
‘jined” when he got in. “I have stopped 
askin’ ’em how they were baptized, but if 
they are living square, paying their debts, 
stopped drinking whisky and dancing. 

“I want to know if your wife, you hound, 
has broken that demijohn over your head.” 

“Why, I believe that the devil has stopped 
operating directly in Atlanta and simply 
uses his church members to do his work. 
Why, he hasn’t been to this club up here 
in three months, but has got a church mem, 
ber seeing that the saloon there is supported 
and that the members pay their dues. [ 
believe that the Fulton county grand jury 
-could find 500 true bills against church 
members in Atlanta. 

“Religion,” said Mr. Jones, “is not getting 
happy, not eoming to the altar, not ‘shout 
ing, not professing. Why, I have seen a 
fellow in a meeting get up and shout, ‘I’ve 
got religion,’ and in six months I] have seen 
him drunk, and drunk all over. 

“Where's your religion?” I asked: him. 

*““*‘T have lost it,’ he said. 

‘T wonder what a Presbyterian would 
have said? They can’t lose theirs, you 
know. 

“But, after all. there ain’t much differ- 
ence between a Presbyterian and a Metho- |. 
dist. A Methodist gets religion and is al- 
ways afraid he'll lose it, but a Presbyterian 
never loses it, but is always afraid he has 
never got it.” 

Mr. Jones said that the only way to live 
a Christian life was to abhor sin, to refuse 
absolutely to do anything wrong. 

“He ought to be in one respect like a billy 
goat. Some time in the past life of a billy 
goat hé has passed resolutions to the effect 
that he scoanl never put his nose to the 
ground. I have seen two big niggers try 
to put a goat’s nose to the ground. I have 
seen them put every syuare inch of that 
goat to the ground, but his nose bever went 
down.” 

The feature of the sermon was the re 
mark of Rev. Sam upon the Capital City 
Club. He said: 

“Pretty soon I’m going to open up on that 
old thing and turn it wrong side out. When 
I opened up on ’em at ‘Trinity the other 
night I scared up a little fice on the door 
mat, and he’s been barking ever since. I 
don’t know whether it’s the flees or 
whether he’s been barking to keep himself 
company, 

“Some little editor has said that the time 
has come when Sam Jones must be stopped. 
By the way, these little editors remind me— 
there are no small editors in Atlanta, of 
course—of a jackass. Their heads were 
built to stick their ears on. 

“Say they’re going to stop me? 

“Well, did you ever think how you were 
going to stop me, bud?” 

There was a chorus from the platform to 
the effect that Mr. couldn’t be 
stopped.

MONEY IN CHICKENS, 


- An Expert Tells How to Run an Incubator 
Faim. 


While there is so much tatk gomg on 
{nu relation to encouraging new inc 4s, 
I thought it would not be amiss to speak 
of a very important one that is worthy of 
some consiferation though small compared 
with othe>®arger industries, but neverthe- 
less filling a big gap, and highly profitable. 
Artificial incubation of chickens is the 
‘business I refer to, and operated on a 
large enough scale, in connection with an 
’ egg and capon farm, would pay oU per cent 
& ap every dollar invested. With me this 
4 is not fmaginary but based on actual expe- 
‘ rience of a number of years in the northern 
states. In the suburban towns of New 
» . York, Philadelphia and Baltimore there are 
; @ number of small farms that do a thriving 
; | business the year round. 

The artificial incubation of chickens 
is noe child’s play, and requires as much 
‘skill and attention as any other business 
to make it a uccess. Besides requiring ex- 
perience and good common sense the time 
required in hatching eggs by the incubator, 
.~ is the same as by the natural method—the 
hen.When the chicks are taken from the 
machine they are put in an artificial brood- 
er, and there kept until they are ready 
for killing or shipping. Both the incubator 
and brooder are built upon scientific prin- 
ciples, and with care, patience and atten- 
tion it is the most profitable employment and 
enjoyable occupation I have ever been in. 
In the north, chicks are sold when they 
weigh from one and a half to three pound 
by weight, never by the piece. The price 
Vary according to the season, from 18 
cents per pound to 45 cents per pound, the 
highest prices being paid about I’ ebruary 

and March. They are sold dressed. 

In a little town in New Jersey called 
Hammonton, about thirty miles from Phil- 
qicipifia, there are sixty-nine men engaged 
in the business and it is perbaps the largest 
poultry growing center in the United States. 
Several tons of dressed chicks are 

shipped weekly from this small town of 
about 1,300 inhabitants. In discribing the 
sinall town lot farms, they take up usually 
from one-quarter to one acre. A medium 
sized ranch contains one brooder house 
About 200 feet long by fifteen or twenty 
feet wide divided into forty compartments, 
or five feet to each room, by fifteen or 
twenty feet jong. The rooms are divided 
by’ wire netting. Each room will hold 100 
chicks. They are kept in this compartment 
~ until they are eight to ten weeks old, when 
they will weigh, by proper care, thirty-two 

to thirty-six ounces or alittle over two 
pounds. The cost to raise one of these 

chicks is about 6 cents per pound, thus 

about every two months the grower sells 

his stock.

Once a day a bale or two of 
clover hay is cut up fine with a special cut- 
ter. Itis then shoveled into a vat and wet 
with water, then thrown on a floor and 
sprinkled with bran and a little meal. This 
is well mixed together with forks and fed 
on boards made for the purpose, and it is

Capon Farming. 

Capons are probably the highest priced 
birds ir? The New York market in their sea- 
son, ranging from 15 cents td 25 cents per 
pound. Youre roosters are caponized when 
weighing from two to four pounds in weight, 
and are selected from cross bred stock, as 
they are much hardier and faster growers. 
As a rule they reach as high as eighteen 
pounds, though the general average in 
weight is about sixteen pounds. It is not 
advisabire to caponize the smaller breeds. 
Capons are kept different from other fowls 
and must be kept by themselves to insure 
success. They are fed usually for the first 
six months to make frame and muscle, and 
are not fattened until several weeks héfore 
marketing. This is the most profitable of 
all the chicken business, properly managed.

The Mechanical Department Is in the 
New Telephone Exchange. 


——_$—— 


J A. WOTTON, ELECTRICIAN, IN CHARGE. 


Something About the Arrangement of the 
New Atlanta Telephone Exchange—A 
Talk with Superintendent Easterlin. 


t 
HE new Atlanta telephone 
exchange, on the corner of 
Pryor and Mitchell streets, 
which is in the final stages 
of completion, is already 
partially oceupied. 

The mechanical depart- 
meut of the exchange, 
now under the able 
charge of Electrician James 
A. Wotton, is the branch 
which bas been moved from 
the old telephone headquar- 
ters to the new and more 

comfortably arranged building. 

This new telephone exchange is one of 
the handsomest structures in that portion 
of the city which it graces, and was built, 
not only for beauty, as far as architectural 
arrangement and construction are concern- 
ed, but Was made substantial. It is of that 
class of buildings known as the “slow- 
burning process,” all of the wood work 
being exposed te view. At a first glance, 
the new exchange looks like a miniature 
Equitable building; this is because the 
bricks used in the outer work are of the 
same color, a peculiar yellow, which bor- 
ders on a burnt sienna. ; 

The building is three stories in height, 
and has a capacious and well-arranged 
cellar. ; 

The basement will be used for storing . 
away heavy supplies, and as a packing room 
for the district supplies. By “district” is 
meant the second district, Which comprises 
four states, Georgia, Florida, South Caro- 
lina and Alabama. In the rear of the 
basement will be a room to acccommodate 
the local linemen, as it will be especially 
fitted up for the storage of their tools and 
general repair outfit. 

‘There will also be in the. cellar a furnace 
aud heatiug apparatus, which will be situ- 
ated in the grout room. Another interesting 
feature of the new exchange are the under- 
ground wires, and at the new building is 
Where all the wires converge. In a front 
roogi, from the basement on Pryor street, 
is a door Jeading into what is known as 
the othce tmanhoie of the underground sys- 
tem. ‘The cables all converge in this man- 
hole, and will be carried througly the gible 
shaft to the distributing frame, which will 
be located in the center of the rear room 
on the first floor. 

On the first tloor, besides the room con- 
taining the distributing frame, are the oth- 
ces of the Atlanta exchange. This includes 
the private office of General Manager W. 
Tl’. Gentry, which is in the front room. 
‘The rear room on this floor is very large, 
and will be used as a storage room for 
instruments, Wires and other appliances 
and material for the many exchanges of the 
second district. 

The second floor of the exchange is the 
portion of the building now occupied. 

The gentlman in charge of the mechani- 
cal department is Mr. James A. Wotton, 
who is a fine electrician and a thorough 
chemist. He superintends the mechanical 
work of the second district, and he does it 
so faithfully that he well deserves the con- 
fidence that is shown in him by the com- 
pany. 

The front rooms on the second floor will 
be used by Mr. J. D. Easterlin, the effi- 
cient district superintendent, whose amia- 
bility never grows less, despite the hard 
work he has had on his hands since the 
new exchange was started. The rear rooms 
will constitute the laboratory of Electrician 
J. A, Wotton, and the machine shops, 
which are under the immediate charge of 
Foreman A. A. Bostrom. The machine 
shop is finely equipped with lathes, drill- 
pressers, screw machines, polishing wheels 
and many other necessary attributes to 
the especial work of this department. The 
power used is electricity. 

From the shop are turned out telephone 
bells, Gentry automatic toll baxes, and the 
general repair work of the entire district is 
done by the force employed, which numbers 
twelve men. 

On the third floor will be the very heart 
of the telephone system of Atlanta. Two- 
thirds of that portion off Pryor will be 
used as operating rooms, where the young 
ladies will do the operating. A new switch- 
board will be put in, and the latest improve- 
ments and devices will be used, in order 
that the work may be made more facile 
and quicker to execute. 

One-third of this floor facing Pryor street 
will be divided into a parlor, kitchen, dining 
room and lavatory for the young lady 
operators. There will, also, be a nicely 
arranged cupboard for the wraps of the 
young ladies. It is proposed to fit up the 
parlor tastily, and have it nicely furnished 
with lounges, tables and easy chairs. Thus 
when the young ladies are not on duty, 
they can spend their spare time without 
leaving the building, and the time need not 
be wasted, as there will be all the latest 
poweenis and good beoks for them to 
rend, 

The kitchen and dining room are arranged 
so that the ladies will be able to cook a 
light meal or warm their lunches. 

A Talk with Mr. Fasterlin. 


“We hope,” said District Superintendent 
EKasterlin to a press representative, “to 
be able to move into the new exchange 
building by the middle of October, at the 
latest; and, when we do begin to move, 
we want nobody to know anything about 
it. For some time before we cut off from 
the old exchange, we will virtually have two 
telephone exchanges. We will put on an 
increased ferce of operators, and the switcb- 
board will have to be learned by them. 
Some people think that the moment we get 
into the new exchange that the service 
should suddenly get 100 per cent better. 
While it will be greatly improved, even- 
tually, the service for the first week or 
two after the change will not be as satis- 
factory as it might. 

“There are now,” continued Mr. Easterlin, 
speaking of the underground wires, “about 
2,400 wires, and the capacity is 8.000. The 
different cables range in size from thirty 
to fifty to seventy to one hundred wires. 

“There will be a public long-distance 
telephone on the first floor, and talking 
ean be done with Griflin, Newnan, Marietta, 
Conyers, Covington, Lithonia and inter- 
mediate points.”
